‘TWELVE STORIES IN HEIGHT | 


| 


Large Courtyard Will Have Grass Plot | 


Children’s Playground—New 
Structure Will Cost $3,000,000.

Plans for the largest apartment house 
jin this country, if not in the world, will 
be filed with the Tenement House De- 
| partment next week by Hiss & Weekes, 
| architects for the Belnord Realty Com- 
| pany, a New York corporation. The 
| buflding, which will be completed in about 
;}a@ year, wili occupy. the entire block 
|bounded by Broadway, Amsterdam Ave- 
| nue, Eighty-sixth and Bighty-seventh 
| Streets. It will be 350 feet long, 200 feet 
| wide, and 150 feet high—about twice as 
large as Madison Square Garden. It will 
be twelve stories in height and will have 
each containing from nine 
to fourteen rooms. It will cost more than 
$3,000,000. Among the prominent New 
York business men who have formed the 
| company which is building it, are Henry 
R. Hoyt, the lawyer; Sherman Hoyt, the 
| eomneaiadedin merchant, and Henry R. 
Thompson. 

The building will, when completed, not 
only be the largest but will be among the 
handsomest apartment houses in New 
| York. Its first two stories will be of 
|light gray Indiana limestone. The other 
| ten floors will be of buff brick with terra 
cotta trimmings. The main entrance, con- 
sisting of a double driveway leading into 
an interior court, will be on Fighty-sixth 
Street. The courtyard will be 250 feet by 
1/100 feet wide. It will consist of a side- 
walk, dotted with entrances into the 
rious.apartments; a double driveway of 
oaken blocks; a grassy lawn big enough 
for a score of children to romp on, and a 
eentral, palm.-bordered fountecin. 

All the 175 apartments will be fifty feet 
| deep, extending all the way through from 
ithe street to the court. The day rooms, 
parlors, dining rooms, and kitchens are on 
the street side; the bedrooms and ser- 
|} vants’ quarters look out upon the quiet 
court. As the court will be considerably 
wider than the street there will be a 
maximum of light, air, and sun for the 
|bedrooms, and no necessity for an in- 
terior shaft. There will be six entrances 
from the central court into the various 
| main public hallways of the building, each 
with its separate,passenger..and. service 
jelevators, These elevators serve two, 
\three, or four apartments on each of the 
| twelve floors. 

A remarkable feature of the house will 
be its sub-courtyard, wkich will He be- 
neath the central court and will be lighted 
with skylights and gratings. No trades- 
men’s wagons will be allowed to drive 
into and stand around in the main court- 
lyard, but will drive down into the sub- 
courtyard by means of an inclined drive- 
|way from Eighty-seventh Street. The 
| house’s eight service elevators will go all 
jthe way down into this sub-courtyard, 
jand the tradesmen can deliver goods at 
ithe side door of each apartment. 

Each individual apartment is so planned 
that it may be said to contain 
;totally distinct divisions. Through the 
front door the visitor will enter the broad 
foyer. Beyon will be the parlor and the 
dining room, which open into each othey. 
|On the other side of the dining room is 
a butler’s pantry, with a high street win- 
| dow for light. Beyond the butler’s pantry 
the kitchen, and behind the kitchen 
j}are the servants’ quarters. The bedrooms 
of the grown members of the family 
are on each side of a short corridor at 
right angles to the foyer. The bedrooms 
for the children are ranged along a hal 
| by which the broad foyer is prolonged. 

The interior decorations of each apart- 
ment will be in the style of Louls XVI. 
The doors will be of solid mahogany. 
The floors will be of hard wood. 
wainsscoting of the different apartments 
|} will vary in height. Some will reach 
j the ceiling, the wood being painted in 
| ee colors. In other cases the painted 
woodwork will reach only part of the 
way up and the walls will be covered in 
harmoniously tinted silks. There will be 
ja laundry on the roof, with individual 
tubs, ironing boards, and lines for each 
| tenant; and a storeroom for each tenant 
in the basement. 

‘The house will be not only the most 
complete, but the largest that I know

The Metro- 
politan Museum’s share may be more 
than $3,000,000 when the settlement 1s 
finally made. 

Mr. Hewitt was 69 years old and a 
bachelor. He was a Yale graduate in 
1858. He was related to the Theodore 
Frelinghuysen family, and was a cousin 
He was an 
ardent art collector and sportsman. He 
inherited a large fortune from his father, 
who organized Tioga County’s first bank, 
and a considerable one from a brother, 
and added toa it. 

Mr. Hewitt wrote his will himself on 
March 21 last, and two codicils were add- 
ed to it, one on Aug. 18 and the other on 
Aug. 25. Gurdon H. Pumpelly, a nephew, 
and County Judge George F. Andrews are 
named as the executors. 

The largest bequest mentioned in the 
will is the gift of $2,000,000 to the New 
York Post-Graduate Medical School and 


Hospital. To Yale University, of which 
Mr. Hewitt was a graduate in the class 
of ’58, $500,000 is left. Other bequests to 
institutions are $200,000 to the Little Mis- 
sionary Day Nursery, New York; $100,000

Races at Watertown Put Off 
Until He Leaves, After Mak- 
ing Address at Grounds. 


DELEGATE BROWN ABSENT 


At Gouverneur Entire Town Turns Out 
to Welcome the Governor—Refers 
to Anti-Gambling Laws.

WATERTOWN, N. Y., Sept. 8.—In con- 
ltrast to his previous visit last Spring, 
|} when he was the guest of honor at the 
Chamber of Commerce banquet, Gov. 
Hughes had a cool greeting this after- 
noon upon his arrival from Gouverneur, 
where he spoke this morning. 

The Hughes votes claimed for North- 
ern New York was not demonstrative here 
to-day. A slim crowd at the station, 
numbering, aside from the band and Com- 
pany “C,” not over a hundred, with a 
faint individual cheer, characterized the 
Governor’s arrival. Not a half dozen 
flags draped the buildings about the 
square, ' 

At the fair grounds fully 10,000 persons 
assembled to greet the Governor. 

The races were stopped as soon as the 
Governor arrived, and were not continued 
until after he had left the grounds. The 
announced purpose of the change in the 
race programme was to allow those at- 
tending the races to hear the Governor's 
speech, but the horsemen agreed to such 
an arrangement only after the society of- 
ficials had threatened to cancel the} Fri- 
day races if they refused to race to-day. 

In his speech at the fair grounds the 
Governor said, in part: ‘‘ These county 
fairs represent one of the oldest institu- 
tions in the State, They furnish healthy 
motives for instructive exhibition. It is 
not my aim to discuss politics, but merely 
| to talk over a few principles of Govern- 
mental administration. The more I see 
of Governmental administration the more 
I am impressed that administration must 
be impartial and for the.best interests of 
the State, and that the work must 
be prosecute@ in the very best manner 
possible, 


The Final Test of a Party. 


“The final success of a party will be the 
way in which it digcharges the trust given 
over to it. The otly way is always to go 
to the people witao the facts, as you will 
never get very far by dodging the facts.”’ 

Gov. Hughes said that reforms could not 
be effective by going at the matter in an 
arbitrary manner, as in that way the 
earnest man is the first to suffer. He 
said: 

**A machinery of government should be 
so devised that every complaint can be 
examined closely and the merits of every 
question Investigated. 

“We cannot go to work and work 
fruitlessly, We must take into consider- 
ation our industries and work no wrongs 
against them, for they are entitled to 
fairness. 

“We want our governmental machinery 
a little more open. I believe in party 
political leadership. I believe in party 
government, but I also believe that the 
leadership and the party government 
should be for the best interests of the 
people. I belfeve that our Government is 
one of principle and not of favor.” 

Senator Cobb and Superintendent of 


Public Buildings Cahill ‘entertained the 
Governor and his party at dinner to- 
night, with twenty present. A reception 
was held later. ormer Senator E. R. 
Brown, who will head the delegation of 
the First District to the Saratoga Con- 
vention, did not get out to see Hughes. 
He was also out of the dinner party later 
on. It is sald, however, that part of the 
Brown delegation is secretly for Hughes 
and will mant{ipst that at Saratoga. 


Enthusiastic at Gouverneur, 


GOUVERNEUR, N. Y., Sept. 3.—Gov. 
| Hughes got an enthusiastic welcome in 


| this city to-day. The business houses and 


| residences were elaborately decorated, 
j}and the entire town turned. out in his 
honor. 

The Governor was escorted to the fair 
| grounds ‘by the drum corps of the For- 
| tieth Separate Company of Ogdensburg, 
N. Y., and a delegation of 100 leading 
| business men of the town, Six hundred 

poeple listened to his address, which was 

eartily received. Gov.. Hughes referred 
briefly to the recently enacted anti-gam- 
bling laws. He spoke on the morality 
of men and showed the necessity of pass- 
ing upon all questions on an honest and 
uninfluenced basis. He referred to the 
county fair as a worthy educational in- 
stitution.

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TEST VOTE AT PRIMARIES. | 


Ten Districts Selected by Republicans 
to Show Sentiment as to Hughes. 


Congressman Herbert Parsons, Chalr- 
man of the New York County Republican | 
Committee, announced yesterday that the | 
primary test on the question of whether 
Gov. Hughes should be renominated will 
be extended to ten of the thirty-five As- 
sembly districts in Manhattan and the 
Bronx. 

Unofficially it was said that four or 
five districts might be added to the Ist 
of ten if circumstances should indicaté 
the wisdom or necessity of such a course. 
At first it was intended to confine the 
test to the Nineteenth and the Twenty- 
fifth Assembly Districts. 

The outcome of the test, it is thought, 
will determine the course to be taken by 
Mr. Parsons, who will control the 187 
delegates from New York County. He 
will bring the largest delegation to the 
Republican State Convention and in all 
likelihood will hold the balance of power. 

With a strong pro-Hughes sentiment 
indicated by the action of county conven- 
tions up State and by polls of citizens 
and a bitter anti-Hughes sentiment dis- 
closed among the most active organize- 
tion Republicans on whom the brunt o 
work in the State campaign naturally will 
fall, the leaders, including Mr. Parsons, 
are frankly worried in regard to policy. 
Mr. Parsons is anxious to have as fair 
and decisive a test as it is in his power 
to make, and has instructed his district 
leaders to do all in their power to aid 
him.in this undertaking. 

The districts in which the tests are to be 
made are the Second and Sixth Assembl 
Districts on the lower east side, the Ninth 
on the middle west side, the Eighteenth 
on the middle east side, the Nineteenth 
on the ppper west side, the Twenty-fifth | 
about Madison Square, the Twenty-sixth, 
the Twenty-ninth, and the Thirtieth on 
the upper east side, and the Thirty-fifth 
in the Bronx, 

Mr. Parsons disagrees with those who 
contend that the proposed test will not 
provide a fair estimate of the Governor's | 
strength on account of the small -enroll- 
ment last year when the fusion with 
Hearst kept many Republican voters of 
the conservative class away from the 
polls. 

“There is, no fairness, anyhow, in the 
criticism that the enrollment is not rep- 
resentative of the Republican Party,” said 
Mr. Parsons. ‘‘ Under the law, the en- 
rolled votes, whether 10,000 or 100,000, | 
constitute the party. That is the party | 
to which Gov. Hughes has appealed. A | 
supplemental enrollment would not help 
him or the Republican Party.” } 

Opinion is divided among the leaders as | 
to the outcome of the test. The general ; 
belief seemed to be, however, that the 
result would show a majority of votes 
against the Governor’s renomination in 
most of the districts. 


MORE HUGHES: DELEGATES. 








Ithaca and Binghamton Go Over- 
whelmingly for Him.

An un- 
usual feature was the presence at the 
polls of ministers and professors as work- 
ers for Hughes. + 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Sept. 3.—In the 
Republican primaries in twelve out of the 
thirteen wards in this city to-night, reso- 
lutions were adopted indorsing the ad- 
ministration of Gev. Hughes and direct- 
ing delegates to work for him. 


POSTAL CLERKS AROUSED. 


They Are Hunting for Sender of Cards 
Apparently Pledging Them to Bryan. 


An attempt to make it appear that the 
National Federation of Post Office Clerks, 
the principal organization of the service, 
with a membership in this city alone of 
1,000, is pledged to the support of Willlam 
J. Bryan has aroused much feeling in the 
ranks of the Post Office. Last Monday 
a large number of post cards were sent to 
individual clerks, sometimes separately, 
sometimes in bundles, containing on their 
backs a portrait of Samuel Gompers, with 
the inscription beneath, ‘‘ Our Leader.” 

On the face of the cards appear the of- 
ficial device of the union, with the words 
“New York Local No. 10," and extracts 
from the constitution of the organization, 
so as to make the cards seem authorita- 
tive. They were sent out at a time when 
the President of the union, Albert b. 
Rossdale, was away on his vacation, and 
could not be easily reached. 

Martin B. Cahill, First Vice President, 
and William J. Brennan, Recording Sec- 
ertary, called on Postmaster Morgan and 
asked that a fraud order be issued against 
the sender of the cards. The Postmaster, 
however, could not act until he had been 
assured by Mr. Rossdale that the cards 
were really unauthorized by him. 

On Wednesday Mr. Rossdale came back 
to town, and that evening a meeting ot | 
the union was held at Schuetzer Hall, 12 | 
St. Mark’s Place. A resolution was there | 
adopted repudiating the cards, and declar- | 
ing that efforts would be made to detect 
and prosecute the man who had them 
printed. Mr. Rossdale said yesterday: 

‘We object to’the cards becauseo, they 
seem to pledge the union to the support 
of Mr. Bryan. This would be an tinfrac- 
tion of the rules of the service with 
respect to political activity. Although we 
are as a union connected with the Ameri. 
ean Federation of Labor, we have no 
sympathy with Mr. Gompers’s views on 
politics. We do not in any way concern 
ourselves with the votes cast by our indi- 
vidual members, and protest strongly 
against the attempt to give our union a 
political aspect.” 


WEST VIRGINIA WAR STILL ON. 


Conference at Republican National 
Headquarters Fails to Settle Fight.

A. C. Scherr, the bolting candidate for 
Governor, appeared in person, supported 
by I. M. Grant, Chairman of his State 
Committee, and two lawyers.

Swisher, the regular nominee, was not | 
here, being represented by two of his 
committeemen.

COY ABOUT GOVERNORSHIP 


Chairman Conners Talks. of a United 
Party, Candidates, and a 
Short Convention. 


Ex-Judge Alton B. Parker had a con- 
ference yesterday with Norman E. Mack, 
Chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, at the Hoffman House head- 
quarters, While at headquarters Judge 
Parker announced that he had offered 
his services in the campaign to the Na- 
tional Committee and would make 
speeches for Mr. Bryan in the East. 

Chairman Mack, besides being manager 
of the Democratic National campaign, 
wields a considerable influence in Demo- 
cratic State politics, and Judge Parker's 
visit revived the report that he may be 
nominated for Governor at Rochester. Ac- 
cording to reports emanating from influ- | 
ential quarters, great pressure is being 
brought to bear on Chairman Mack to 
come outin favor of Judge Parker’s nom- | 
ination before he starts for the West at} 
the end of this week. 

A reporter said to Judge Parker: 

“It is the general impression that you 
will be the Democratic nomimee for Gov-| 
ernor.”’ 





Parker’s Diplomatic Reply. 


“Young man,” said Mr. Parker, “I 
always regarded you as truthful. Now I 
know you are not, because you say ‘it is 
the general impression’ that I am to be 
the candidate.’’ 

With this Judge Parker went into the 
private room of Chairman Mack. 

After the Denver Convention Judge 
Parker started out on a trip through the 
West. On part of it he was accompanied 
by former District Attorney De Lancey 


Nicoll. Judge Parker said yesterday that 
he had found a surprising sentiment for 
Bryan in the Far West. 

‘‘Frankly, I was: surprised at the 
strength of the Bryan sentiment,’’ said 
Judge Parker. “In Los Angeles, where 
I was asked to address a meeting,*they | 
filled a hall on a day’s notice that held | 
4,000 people. The meeting was enthu-j| 
siastic. The audience not only sat x 


| 





tiently through the speechmaking on a 
hot Summer's night, but stayed after- 
ward to discuss politics and prospects. 
There was much more of this early 
Bryan sentiment in the West than in the | 
East. 
“Many Democrats who had made up their 
mind never to vote the Democratic ticket 
again are getting back in line for Mr. 
Bryan. In Ohio I had a talk with a large 
manufacturer of this class. He said he 
would vote for Mr. Bryan, and that most 
of his employes, who generally followed 
him in voting, would do the same. The 
general impression among these Demo- 
crats seemed to be that with Mr. Bryan 
and a Republican Congress affairs are 
more likely to be kept. in statu quo than 
if Mr. Taft were to occupy the Presi- 
dent’s chair.” 


To Whoop It Up for Bryan. 

State Chairman William J. 
to his desk at State 
Headquarters, in the Hoffman House, 
yesterday, after two days’ absence. He | 
declared the Democratic State Conven- 


tlon at Rochester would be the biggest 
convention in the history of any party. in 
the State. It is understood that orders 
have been issued to all the district lead- 
ers throughout the State to bring on as 
many visitors as possible to whoop it up 
for Mr. Bryan when he makes his speech 
in the convention hall there on the even- 
ing of Sept. 16. 

“Who is going to be the 
candidate for Governor?” Mr. 
was asked. 

‘There has been no change in that sit- 
uation as far as I know; the question will 
be settled by the convention,’’ was the 
reply. 

* Will it be Mr. Chanler?” 

** Well, Chanler is strong up-State.” 

* What do you think of the boom for 
Herman Ridder?’”’ 

** Ridder is a good man; he would make 
@ strong candidate.”’ 

Mr. Conners’s attention was called to a 
report that Herman Ridder might be 
nominated for second place on the ticket 
with Chanler. 

“T haven't heard of it, but {t would be 
a strong ticket,’ said Mr. Conners, 

“Is Martin W. Littleton still a candi- 
date?’’ 

“There are plenty of candidates,’ was 
the non-committal reply. Mr. Littleton 
is said to be Tammany Leader Murphy's 
choice. 

When asked if Democratic State offi- 
clals who had made good records would 
be renominated, Mr. Conners said that 
would be for the convention to decide. 

“But has it not been the practice to 
renominate deserving occupants of eleci- 
ive State offices?’’ Mr. Conners was 
asked. 

“That may be, but perhaps the dele- 
gates will think it better to have a 
change,’’ was the reply. 

“Is Attorney General Jackson to be re- 
nominated?’”’ was asked. 

Mr. Jackson and Chairman Conners had 
a serious falling out last Winter, and 
Jackson at that time was read out of the 
party by Conners. 


Jackson Trying to Get Aboard, 


“Attorney General Jackson had an 
hours’ talk with me, if that can be of use 
as a hint to you,”’ said Mr. Conners. After 
a moment’s reflection he added: ‘ Jack- 
son is as anxious as anybody I know to 
get on the ticket if we'll let him.” 

Attorney General Jackson’s candidacy 
two years ago was a product of the 
Hearst movement. Mr. Conners was asked 
if he regarded Jackson as ‘* regular.’’ 

“Oh, he’s regular all right. They’ve 
all got to be, and they know it,” was his 
reply. 

This brought up the question of what 
treatment would be accorded the so-called 
**Home-rule’’ Democrats who rebelled 
against Conners and Murphy after the! 
Carnegie Hall Convention last Spring, and 
formed an organization of their own to 
fight the Conners-Murphy combine with-! 
in the party. In Onelda and Cayuga} 
Counties the home rulers won out at the} 
primaries over the Conners forces. 

When Conners was asked this question | 
he leaned forward, slapped his hand down 
on his desk. and said: 

‘Well, if they come as regulars they 
may be all right. But if they come as 
home rulers, they’d better stay at home 
and do their ‘home ruling’ there. Home 
ruling won’t go at Rochester. 

** But I guess they'll all be regular,” he 
added. ‘Sheriff Smith of Erie’ County 
was Chairman of the Home-rule Democ- 
racy. He's with me now, and will go to 
Rochester as a member of a delegation of 
which I'll. be Chairman, and which will 
vote under the unit rule. There never was 
such harmony tn the Democratic Party in 
the State before.”’ 

Chairman Conners said the Rochester 
Convention would be “ short "—a two-day 
affair. The brevity, he declared, would be 
attained by putting a time limit on con- 
tests. Mr. Conners intimated that if the 

rimary results in this city should render 
t necessary, the State Committee, which 
is controlled by Conners and Tammany 
Leader Murphy, might be called together 
to pass on contests In advance of the 
convention. 

In that case the Committee on Contest- 
ed Seats would have no other function 
than to act as a rubber stamp for the 
State Committee. The necessity that 
might call for such an action, it was in- 
ferred by those who heard Mr. Conners 
talk, would be a McCarren victory at the 
Brooklyn primaries.

School Teachers of Russia Ordered to 
Withdraw from “ Illegal Parties.” 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 8.—The pro- 
fessors and instructors in the Imperial 
Universities and schools of Russia have 
received a circular from the Minister of 
Education ordering those who are mem- 
bers of the Constitutional Democratic or 
other illegal political parties either to 


withdraw from these parties or to resign 
their positions. 

The Minister explains that membership 
in such organizations is incompatible 
with holding office and drawing salary 
under a Government which these parties 
are endeavoring to destroy, and he 
threatens summary removal in case of 
non-compliance with his orders. This act 
is a severe blow to the Constitutional 
Democrats, whose membership is made 
up largely of professors and instructors.

Gov. Smith Is In Northern Portion to 
Urge Native Officials to Clean Up. 


MANILA, Sept. 8—Governor General 
Smith has gone to the northern portion 
of the Island of Luzon to make a per~- 
sonal inspection of the districts infected 
with cholera and to urge the native offi- 
cials in such districts to lend their ald 
in carrying out various sanitary meas- 


ures, including a general cleaning up of 
the towns. 

The number of new cases of the plague 
reported and of deaths is declining stead- 
ily, and it is now believed that the spread 
of the epidemic has been stayed. A few 
eases have appeared in Manila, coming 
chiefly from northern provinces, but the 
local health officers have been successful 
in preventing the plague from gaining a 
foothold here.

VICTORIA, B. C., Sept. 3.—News was 
brought by the steamer Tango Yesterday of the 
sinking of the Japanese steamer Bankok off 
China prefecture on Aug. 6, with a loss of 28 
lives. The steamer, a vessel of 2,350 tons, was 
loaded with coal from Kuheran, She had a 
crew of 37, of whom 9 were saved. 

CHERBOURG, Sept. 8.—The American steam 
yacht Varuna, owned by Eugene Higgins, New 
York Yacht Club, has put in here badly bat- 
tered by the storm that recently blew over 
the Channel. 

LONDON, Sept. 8.—Albert Harrison, the 
young man who yesterday afternoon caused a 
panic on the Stock Exchange by firing three 
shots from a revolver, was unable to appear in 
court this morning when his case was called.

Consultations are now going on between 
Great Britain, France, and Spain, and 
there is no doubt that Great Britain and 
France will act together and probably in- 
sist that Mulai Hafid give promises to 
carry out the obligations of Morocco to 
the powers before they recognize him. 


BERLIN, Sept. 3.—The action of Ger- 
many concerning Morocco, it was ex- 
plained to-day, is limited to the sugges- 
fions to the signatories of the Algeciras 
act that the time has arrived to recognize 
Mulai Hafid as Sultan of Morogco. 

Official wonderment is expressed at the 
agitation of the French and English news- 
papers over the occurrence. These papers 
assumed that Germany had done some- 
thing outside her privileges, instead of 
something that one of the signatory pow- 
ers must do if the Moroccan situation is 
to be cleared up. 

Mulai Hafid has informed the powers on 
several occasions that he would fully ob- 
serve the terms of the Algeciras agree- 
ment, and he will douktless repeat these 
pledges if to do so is regarded as a neces- 
sary preliminary to his recognition. 

German trade in Morocco is suffering 
from the continuance of disorder there, it 
was further explained to-day, and Mulail 
Hafid and his Lieutenant Governors have 
failed to recognize the rights of perséns 
under German protection. Consequently 
the German Consul at Tangier, Dr. Vas- 
sel, hay gone to Fez to straighten out 
these difficulties. France some time ago 
sent a ski'Jful and experienced agent to 
the Court of Mulai Hafid, where he has 
since remained, looking after French in- 
terests. This envoy is an Algerian in 
the French Consular Service. 

It appears here that the French Gov- 
ernment desires to make certain private 
arrangements with Mulaf Hafid before 
coming out in support of the legitimacy 
of his claim to the Sultanate. Another

French interests have made loans to Abd-

Confessed His Share in Turkish Hor 
rors Under Old Regime and While 
Here Trembled at Own Shadow.

After spending a week in this city in 
hourly dread of being arrested and sent | 
back to Constantinople to answer for his 
crimes against the Turkish people, Zila; 
Bey, formerly a chief spy of Sultan! 
Abdul Hamid’s, and said to be a tormer | 
head of the secret police, who fled from 
his country when the Young Turks gained 
control of the Government, sailed for 
London last Wednesday on the Cunard 
liner Mauretania. He arrived in New 
York on Wednesday, Aug. 26 on the 
Teutonic, and registered at the Hotel 
Lafayette simply as J. K, Ignatieu, with 
out address. 

The clerk described the guest as a tall 
thin man, clean shaven, with swarthy 
tomplexion, dark eyes, and a manner 80 
hervous that he appeared to be unable to 
sit down for five minutes at a time, He} 
saw no one but a Russain who seemed | 
to-be a friend and who was said to be 
staying at the Waldorf. During his stay 
at the Lafayette, Zia Bey ordered an ex- 
pensive alligator leather bag, had it al- 
tered to suit his wishes, but refused to 
aecept it when It was delivered at the 
hotel, Last Friday he ordered a second- 
class ticket to Southampton on the 
American Hiner Philadelphia in the name 
of Ignatieu, but did net pay for it. 

On Saturday the ex-Turkish spy and 
Bultan’s favorite paid his bill and left 
the Hotel Lafayette im a cab, but in- 
stead of sailing drove with his Russian 
friend uptown to West Forty-fifth Street 
and took a room on the downtown side, 
near Seventh Avenue, but after remain- 
ing there a short time went across the 
Street to 237. There he remained under 
the allas of "Z. B, Kouillanine” until 
he sailed for Liverpool in the second 
cabin of the Mauretania on Wednesday. 
A woman who boards in the West Forty- 
fifth Street house told a Times reporter 
last night that she knew his name as Zila 
Bey, because it was printed on one of 
his trunks. She said he went out at va- 
rious times with a Panama hat pulled 
down over his eyes. We trembled every 
time the doorbell rang. 

Terrified at Sight of Peddler. 


A Syrian lace peddler called at the 
house on Monday, they sald, and the 
sight of him frightened Zia Bey so that 
he could not eat his dinner, His friend 
from the Waldorf called at the house 
every day and told them that the dark 
stranger had been an officer of the Rus- 
sian Imperial Guards, but got nervous 
prostration during the recent manoeuvres 


and had come to New York for a reat. 

Zia Bey told his feNow-boarders while 
sitting on the stoop on Tuesday night that 
he had intended to go Weat and engage 
in the business of horse breeding, but 
that he had found it too cou to live in 
America. He also found fault with the 
skyscrapers, and said he preferred Lon- 
don to New York. 

Mundji Bey, the Turkish Consul General 
and Chargé d’Affaires of the Legation at 
Washington, when seen at the Waldorf 
yesterday sald there was no doubt about 
the identity of the Turk. 

‘*‘A week ago to-day,” said the Consul 
General, “‘I was informed that Zia Bey 
had arrived on the Teutonic and was stop- 
ping at the Hotel Lafayette under the 
name of Ignatieu. I sent a man to the 
hotel who knew him by sight, and he 
reported that the man was Zia Bey from 
Constantinople. Doubtless ue was afraid 
I would have him arrested and sent back! 
to Constantineple, 

“T have read the interview he gave 
to a reporter for The New York Evening 
Post before sailing, and see that he! 
charges himself with being the chief spy 
of the Sultan, and with having played 
an important part in the various mur-/| 
ders ordered by the Sultan.

1895, when Nazim Pasha was the head 
of the police, and I was the Prefect in 
Constantinople, the Armenian revolu- 
tionary demonstration was planned at 
Police Headquarters. Sislian and Stephan 
Melik, two prominent members of the 
Armenian Hunchakist Committee, with 
Nazim Pasha, arranged it, and when the 
demonstration took place at Babili, thou- 
sands of Armenians were massacred. 


Massacres Arranged for Loot. 

“The same methods were followed in 
1£96, when the Armenian Droskakists en- 
tered the Ottoman Bank with bombs. 
Weeks before that Nazim Pasha and Be- 
ius, the editor of the Moniteur Oriental, 
a spy for the Russian Government in 
Constantinople, had known what was to 
happen, The demonstrators were protect- 
ed and sent over Europe while 26,000 Ar- 
menians were massacred in the streets of 


Constantinople. Nazim made a fortune 
cut of these murders. and terrorized the 
Sultan with stories of fictitious conspir- 
wcies that existed only in his own im- 
agination and pocked the immense sums 
the Sultan gave him from the private 
treasury to suppress them. Abdul Hamid 
ordered the massacres, but he never knew 
that his own officials had organized the 
revolutionary demonstrations, 

“IT have no confidence in the Young 
Turks,” added Zia Bey, “and the Sul- 
tan, who has respect for nothing but 
himself, will soon get back the old régime. 
In the crisis that confronts Turkey to- 
Sar she has not a single statesman who 
will be able to master the situation. The 
Young Turks intend to nationalize the 
country, and shut down al! institutions 
of other races, a policy that Russia tried 
and failed in. 

“The banishment of the old régime does 
hot mean that it is ended. Corruption ex- 
ists now; it is in the heart of a Turk, no 
matter whether he be old Turk or young. 
They cannot get away from their old cus- 
toms. If a Turk cut off his mustache and 
beard fn Turkey it would be his last day. 


I am a Tartar, and have no respect for 


a Turk, They have done nothing for the 
world or humanity since their existence 
as apeople, The only way to save Turkey 
is to put it under European controi.” 

In conclusion Zia Bey. declared that he 
had always eningied with the aristocrats 
and had no use for the democracy.

TWO-CENT FARELAW ENJOINED 


Court Says Laws of Congress Should 
Take Precedence Over Arkansas’s. 


8ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 3.—Judge Van- 
deventer, in the United States Circuit 
Court, to-day granted the injunction re- 
quested by the St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
& Southern and three other railroads 
operating in Arkansas against the Arkan- 
sas State Railway Commission. 

The injunction restrains the commission 
from enforcing the new two-cent-fare 
law and from interfering with the rail- 
troads in raising their freight rates on 
intra-State traffic. 

Judge Vandeventer’s decision was oral. 
The court held that the testimony in the 
present hearing had demonstrated to him 
that the rates proposed by the Arkansas 
Railway Commission were unreasonable, 
non-compensatory, and unlawful, and 
could not be enforced against the railroad 
companies.

Acumen of Traders. 


Many prophets were rewarded by the 
break in yesterday’s market, verifying as 
it aid so many predictions made on the 
preceding day and. before the opening 
yesterday, that lower prices were inevit- 
able. Brokers, as a matter of fact, hat 
issued a more or less general warning 
that there were symptoms of a setback, 
and it did not require any great degree 
of foresight in order to arrive at such a 
conclusion. The pressure in the metal 
stocks on the preceding day, the more or 
_ less anxious inquiries received by wire 
houses, the attitude of professionals, and 
the general feeling that the level of 
prices had been maintained too long, all 
sufficed to inspire conservatism. A round 
of the brokerage offices in the afternoon 
revealed one thing, and that is the ap- 
parent wonderful acumen and market 
knowledge displayed by the traders. Most 
of them told how they had foreseen ‘the 
break and had sold practically all the 
long stocks they held, with perhaps one 
exception. It was also noticeable that 
the exception, as a general rule, was.a 
stock which had reacted very little. Of 
course, all this may be attributed either 
to the traders’ own knowledge, the bro- 
kers’ admonitions, or the much discussed 
educational influences to which the ama- 
teur trader has been subjected.

Lack of Inside Selling. 


‘When the market showed comparative 
Weakness yesterday the assertion was 
frequently made that those who had 
guided the market to the high prices had 
not been slow to take advantage of such 
high prices and had sold long lines of 
stocks which they had accumulated at 
lower levels. That would’ be a perfectly 
logical and sensible thing to do, but the 
doubtful feature of it is that the profes- 
sional element is never much Incliggd to 
take stocks for investment purposes at 
the top prices; there has not been enough 
public in the market to supply the necés- 
sary demand, and it would appear as if 
the real market for the real stocks which 
those who brought about the advance held 
rested with themselves, and it is neither 
profitable nor desirable to unload stocks 
on one‘s.gelf or one’s partner in a, manip- 
ulated market. It is under just such cir- 
cumstances that the absence of the public 
in the market is felt. There are those 
who do not believe that there has been 
any wholesale unloading of stocks, even 
going so far as to assume the possibility 
of it.

Increasing Clerical Forces. 


It is always possible to get-—contra- 
dictory statements in the financia] dis- 
trict with regard both to actual business 
and stock market possibilities. One ap- 
parently tangible bit of evidence regard- 
ing the condition of the conservative 
brokerage houses is the fact that in the 
last two or three weeks there have been 
fncreases in the regular forces which have 
done duty since the Spring. After the 
panic the working forces of any number 
of houses were reduced, and those who 
were thrown out of employment eventual- 
ly found places with new houses or with 
ol4 firms tn subordinate capacities.

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“TRUST COMPANIES BALK. 
They Don’t Want to Join Banks in the 


Clearing House Association. 


Members of the New York Clearing 
House who have been active in urging 
the admission of the trust companies to 
that body have practically given up all 
effort to unite the banks and trust com- 
panies through the entrance of the latter. 
The trust companies are not disposed to 
seek membership. 

The establishment of close co-operation 
between the banks and trust companies 
through joint membership of the two 
classes of institutions tin the Clearing 
House for which William A. Nash argued 
warmly last Spring, is now no nearer ac- 
complishment, some of those most active 
in the movement said yesterday, than it 
was many months ago. They said it was 
not likely that any further effort would 
be made in the rear future to bring the 
trust companies into the Clearing House. 

The importance which some of the lead- 
ing members of the Clearing House at- 
tached to the return of the trust com- 
panies to the Clearing House was forcibly 
expressed by Mr. ash two years ago 
upon his retirement from the Presidency 
of! the organization. He pointed to the 
serious consequences which would arisé in 
time of financial disturbances by reason 
of the trust companies not being mem- 
bers of the Clearing House. 

When the question of the admission of 
the trust companies was advanced again 
last Fall it was thought that the discus- 
sion of the matter growing out of the 
financial depression would surely result 
in an agreement between the banks and 
trust companies tn regard to the trust 
companies entering the Clearing House.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


The Deutscher Krieger Bund Must Pay 
Duty—Other Tariff Decisions. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers refused yesterday to admit 
free of duty a silk banner imported for 
the Deutscher Krieger Bund of New 
York. The Collector of the Port assessed 
the banner as a manufacture of silk, with 
duty at the rate of 50 per cent., whereas 
the bund claimed that the banner came 
within the provision for “ church regalia” 
of the free list. 

General Appraiser Hay, who wrote the 
decision for the board, said that the pro- 
test must be overruled, because there was 
nothing in the evidence submitted to the 
tribunal to show that the bund is “ in- 
corporated or established solely for re- 
ligious purposes.’’ Under these circum- 
stances, the board is constrained to af- 
firm the Collector's classification. 

A decision was handed down overruns 
a claim filed by Alexander D. Shaw 
Co, of New York. The firm alleged that 
certain whisky should be granted the 
benefit of the reduced rate of duty accru- 
ing under the favored-nation clause of 
the treaty with Great Britain. 

In overruling a protest filed by Neu- 
berger & Loeb of San Francisco the board 
held that the benefits of the reciprocity 
treaty with France do not extend to im- 

orts from the colonies of that country.

ON STANDARD OIL 


Witnesses in Government’s Suit! 
Tell of Presidential Candidate’s 
Fight Against Company. |

Sidelights on the bitter war that has 
been waged for many years between the 
Standard Oil Company and Thomas L. 
Hisgen, Independence Party candidate for 
President of the United States, and his 
three brothers—George, Gus, and Henry— 
came out yesterday when the taking of 
testimony in the Government's. suit 
against the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey was resumed on the fifth floor of 
the new Custom House. 

Incidentally the fact came out that, in 


spite of the slogan “Down with the 
monopolies,” which has been sounded by 
the Hisgens for many years, both in busi- 
ness and politics, they have managed to 
accumulate a generous share of worldly 
goods. This is looked upon as a rather 
remarkable achievement, in view of the 
fact that every step of the Hisgens’ 
growth as oil dealers has been contested, 
they say, by the Standard Oil Com- | 
pany. 

It came out in the evidence that most 
of the cuts in prices made in the New | 
England field in the war between the 
Standard and Hisgen Brothers were made 
first by the Hisgens, and that afterward 
the Standard Oil Company met them to 
maintain their trade, } 

The introduction of evidence showing 
thé manner in which the Hisgens have 
succeeded was brought about ‘by Moritz 
Rosenthal, counsel for the Standard. 
John R. Hicks of Catskill Station, N. Y., 
was on the witness stand at the time. 
He said he was a merchant who dealt in 
oil and that he had bought illuminating 
oil both from the Hisgens and from the 
Standard Oil Company. 

‘Have you ever received any letters or 
bill beads from Hisgen Brothers like this 
one?’ asked Mr. Rosenthal. He exhibit- 
ed a bill head on which the growth of the | 
Hisgen Brothers’ business was pictorially | 
portrayed. <A small building was shown | 
on one side of the page. This was the} 
building occu apes. by the Hisgens in 1889 
Under date of 1895 there appeared a much 
larger building. But the buildings which | 
appeared on the opposite side of the page | 
and were labeled as the quarters of the; 
Hiegens in 1898, far outshone in preten- 
tiousness the others of the series. 

“TI exhibit this to show the growth of 
the Hisgen Brothers’ business despite the 
persecution of the Standard Oil Compa- 
ny,” gaid Mr. Rosenthal. Frank B. Kel- 
logg, special Deputy Attorney General 
who has charge of the Government's 
side of the case, objected to the introduc- 





tion of the bill head as evidence. 

Mr. Hicks said he had received 
with the pictorial evolution of the His- 
gens on them. He also went into the cut- 
ting of prices In ofl which took place at 
Catskill Station some years ago. There 
was, one instance where Hisgen Brothers 
cut the price from 8% cents a gallon to 
7% cents, but later, said Mr, Hicks, His- 
gen ‘Brothers advanced the price to 11 
cents, the Standard Oil Company’s price. 

There was a suggestion that Mr. Hicks 
had received threatening letters from the 
Standard Oil Company to prevent his buy- 
ing oil from the Hisgens. This he denied, 
and added that the Standard had made 
no efforts of any kind to keep him from 
buying oil from the Hisgens. Then the 
scene of the oll war was shifted to Al- 
bany, and BH. J. Wagner, an Albany mail 
carrier, who was formerly the Standard’s 
agent at the State capital was called to 
the stand. One of the hardest fights in 
the oil war Was in 1905, and Wagner was 
questionec about this. 

A number of merchants from points | 
throughout New York State testified as |} ‘* 
to the price cutting during the height of! 
the war between Hisgen and the Standard. | 
William N, Palmer, a grocer at Newburg, | 
sald the Hisgens came to him in 1902 and | 
offered oil at 7% cents a gallon, as against | 
S44, the price he was then paying the 
Standard. But he refused to buy from the | 
Hisgens.
